to the sworn statement required 
by law, which Upham has just filed 


with the clerk of the house of rep-

resentatives here.

Up to a late hour on Friday the 
democratic national committee had 
not been heard from. 

Statement by Committee. 

A statement made by the repub- 
lican national committee says: 

“The contributors to the repub- 
Iican fund for this period number 
34,867, and the detailed list shows 
only 16 contributions in excess of 
$1,000, aggregating $38,750. The 
largest single contribution was from 
the Hamilton Club of Chicago, 
whose members subscribed the sum 
of $6,120.50, Other contributions, as 
set down in detail, range from 25 
cents to $1,000 and cover the en- 
tire country.” 

A hasty perusal of the bulky 1,- 
200-page volume in which the con- 
tributions are listed in the order 
of theils receipt shows that the 
“high gun” in the republican givers’ 
anks is S. G. Kennedy, oll man 
nd banker, of Tulsa, Okla., with 
5,000. Four other Tulsa republic- 
ans, it appears, have gone over the 
$1,000 limit, with contributions of

The receipts 
reported were $509,505.42, of which 
only $116,700 came in individual 
contributions of $100 or over. The 
tum of $44,351.06 came in amounts 
of less than $100. Disbursements 
to date total $346,244.41. There has 
been received $206,233.50 from the 
national committee, and to date 
only three congressional candidates 
—E. G. Little, standing for the 
Third Kansas district; sates 4 
Carble, for the Fourth Ohio, an 
Benjamin Fairchild, for the Twen- 
ty-fourth New York—have made 
refunds to the congressional com-

Resolutions Adopted De- 
ploring Utterances of 
Comptroller as Destruc- 
tive of Public Con- 
fidence. 


CHARGES REITERATED 
BY THE COMPTROLLER 


He Declares Defense of 
Alleged Acts of Bankers 
in New York Is Feeble. 
Federal Reserve System 
Indorsed by Bankers. 


Washington, October 22.—Contro- 
versy over charges made by John 
Skelton Williams, comptroller of the 


currency, against certain New York 
bankers, came to a head today at 
the concluding session of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ association conven- 
tion with the adoption of a reso- 
lution condemning “utterances” of 
an unnamed individual. Action was 
taken over the protests of several 
member bankers, who argued that 
the controversy was between the 
comptroller and the New Toek 
bankers and in no way affected the 
association. 
Created Hostilities. 

The resolution declared that “if 
such misleading inferences were 
made for personal gratification or 
profit, they cannot be too severely 
denounced.” It addéd that the “ut- 
terances’’ complained of had created 
an “unfounded hostility” between 
bankers and the public and deplored 
such a destruction of public confi- 
dence.

“Take It Away,” He Cries, 
As Doctors Force Nour- 
ishment Into His Mouth. 
He Is atgPoint of Death. 


London, October . 23.—The Ex- 
change telegraph announces that it 
has been.informed that Lord May- 
or MacSwiney is at “the point of 
death. 

Mayor MacSwiney, says the night 

bulletin of the Irish Self-Determi- 
nation league, had a violent, but 
short attack of delirium at 7 
o’clock this evening after which he 
slept. Mrs. MacSwiney was with 
him all day, but he did not recog- 
nige her. 
An earlier bulletin said the lord 
mayor was delirious this morning, 
and the prison authorities continued 
to force food in his mouth in spite 
of his protests. 

The lord mayor becomes conscious 
at intervals, the bulletin said, but 
is unable to recognize relatives or 
his surroundings. For a short time 
last night his deliriym again be- 
came violent. 

Raves of Irish Republic. 

„He went to sleep for an hour,” 
continued the bulletin. “At 4:45 
o'clock he seemed to be rallying to 
his senses, but relapsed almost im- 
mediately. This occurred again be- 
tween 7 and 8 o'clock, when his 
sister Annie was with him. He 
suddenly asked what were the 
month and the year, where he was, 
and was the Irish republic estab- 
lished and recognized. 

“It seemed as if he might recog- 
nize his sister, but he became de- 
lirious again, muttering: ‘We did 
some grand marching during the 
night; they were marching as well, 
but we beat them; it’s glorious.’ 

“The prison authorities continue 
to force food into his mouth. About 
8:30 this morning a nurse held a 
spoon of meat juice to his lips, but 
he muttered: ‘No, no, take it away,’ 
and closed his lips.firmly. The per- 
formance was repeated twice when 
his head fell back from exhaustion 
and the spoon was inserted in his 


mouth.“ 
Only Partially Conscious, 


The Central News says MacSwi- 
ney was only partially conscious 
this morning, having passed a very 
bad night. It declares. a doctor 
again administered liquid food, and 
that subsequently the lord mayor 
became violently ill and was thrown 
into an exhausted condition. 

The league’s mid<afternoon bulle- 
tin stated that Mayor MacSwiney 
had been in a more or less semi- 
conscious condition all morning. 

“He recognized his sister Mary, 
but no one else,” the bulletin added. 
“The delirium continues at inter- 
vals in a more extreme form. He 


now is calm.”

ASKED FOR HELP 
IN LIQUOR FIGHT 


“Making and Selling of 
Booze Reaching Intoler- 
able Stage in Clinch 
County,” Asserts Police 
Chief R. S. Williams. 

OMEN AND CHILDREN 
DECLARED SUFFERING 


Governor Will Probably 
Request County Officers 
to Aid—No Decision Yet 

Made on the Savannah 

Situation. 


Declaring that the- making and 
selling of whisky in Clinch county 
is reaching such an intolerable 
Stage that the women and children 
are suffering and that something 
must be done to relieve the situa- 
tion, Chiéf of Police R. 8. Wil- 
Hams, of Homerville, Ga., appealed 
to Governor Hugh M. Dorsey Fri- 
day afternoon for immediate aid, in 
the enforcement of federal and 
state prohibition laws. i 

This appeal to the governor is 
the second received during the past 
two weeks for state assistance in 
enforcing prohibition, Mayor Mur- 
ray Stewart, of Savannah, writing 
the chief executive October 10 that, 
as head of the state, “I put the 
| question squarely up to you and 
would request that you direct the 
attention of every official over 
whom you may have supervisory or 
mandatory powers” that the laws 
be rigidly enforced, 

Urge Sheriff to Act. 

Governor Dorsay told The Con- 
stitution last night, when asked 
what. steps he could take to aid 
the chief of police of Homerville, 


that he could request the sheriff 


and other courty officials of Clinch 
county to co-operate with the city 
officials in stamping out the illicit. 
traffic of liquor, and that, so far 
as he knew, this was all the ac- 
tion he could take. 

When the governor was asked if 
he would take similar action re- 
garding the Savannah appeal, in 
which it was stated whisky was 
unquestionably being brought in 
through the waterways of the coun- 
ty, he repliéd he had not yet Teach- 
ed a decision concerning the case 


and did not know “what, steps he 


would take. 

The Savannah case is different 
from that of Homerville, in that 
the mayor of the seaport city is 
seeking information as to the func- 
tion of the county and state in the 
enforcement of prohibition laws, 
with the inference being made that 
“there seems to’be a disposition to 
throw the blame on city officials® 
of the practically unch@cked traffic. 

Savannah Situation. 

The Whisky is landed from wa- 
terways.miles from Savannah, ac- 
cording to the mayor, and brought 
to the city in bulk. It is also 
charged that although a still is 
raided occasionally in the county 
only a small source of the liquor 
is destroyed. The question in the 
mayor’s mind, he says, is whether 
the officers are doing all they ‘co 
or should do under the law. 

Chief Williams,.in his letter to 
Governor Dorsey, does not give de- 
tailed information concerning con- 
ditions in Clinen cypmty, but states 
“the making, selling and drinkinx 
of moonshine is awful and some- 
thing must be done to stcp tne suf- 
fering ot these poor women and 
children. I appeal to vou as O- 
ernor of Georgia to help me stamp 
out the traffic.“ 

The question js then asked: “What 
can you do to help me? Please 
write me at once.” 

Federal Prontbition Officer D. J. 
Gantt stated the situation in Clinch, 
in his opinien, is fe worse than the 
other counties of south Georgia. 

Revenne Work Difficult. 

I have oiticers stationed at Al- 
bany, Valdosta, Laxloy aud Kastman 
in this section,” he said, and they 
are busily engaged all the time. 1he 
i nshiners in Clinch use “lard 
can” stills to manufacture their 
liquor and as the county is thinly 
populated, revenue work there is 
very difficult. 

“I regard the situation-in Geor- 
gia now muchly improved end am 
very optimistic.

Governor Dorsey nas both 
the Clinch and Chatham county ap- 
peals under consideration.and it is 
very “i mg he will announce dur- 
ing the next several days the exact 
steps he will take to co-operate with 
the county officials.

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Labor Ultimatum 
Fails to Frighten

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POLITICAL CATACLYSM 
MAY BE THE OUTCOME 


There Is a Suggestion 
That Out-and-Out Reds 
Have Seized What They 
Consider Favorable Mo- 
ment to Launch Revolu- 
tionary Movement.

London, October 22.—The nation 
stands appalled at the brink of an 
abyss. It is faced with a general 
strike which, even if only partially 
successful, will bring chaos and 
ruin, with the possibility of a po- 
litical cataclysm following in its 
walce. 

There is general condefnnation 
throughout the United Kingdom at 
the hurried ultimatum of 600,000 
railway men, now dominated by 
extremists, who have hurled the 
threat at Lloyd-George's head that 
“unless the government surrenders 
unconditionally to the miners not a 
wheel will turn in the nation.” 

The unions have never frightened 
Lloyd-George. He and his cabinet 
have calmly and firmly reiterated 
that they were open to negotiation, 
but only on the basis of the gov- 
ernment’s proposals for a guaran- 
teed output to go hand in hand 
with tncreased wages. The ultima- 
tum, then, is a final effort to 
frighten a government which re- 
fuses to be frightened. 

The miners and railway men real- 
ize that their defeat would irre- 
trievably damage the cause of 
union labor and shatter its prestige. 
At the same time, radicals argued 
that the “kill or cure” method 
would shorten the length of the 
strike and thus “benefit” all labor. 

“Reds” Believed at Work. 

But the most ‘sinister phase Is 
the belief that. the out and out 
reds have seized what they regard 
as the most favorable moment to 
launch a reyolytionary movement. 
in some quarters, it is a very real 
fear to many who have watched 
the extremists gradually gaining} 
confro] over British industry. 

All day consideration of the.vital 
questions at stake brought labor 
and govérnment no ‘closer towards 
harmony than they have been dur“ 
ing the long weeks of controversy. 
The government stands on its pro- 
posal to refuse any conference that 
is not accompanied by “a guarantee 
of constructive action” by the min- 
ers. Hodges and other radicals 
were as unyielding as ever. And 
the Btatement that “if a railway 
strike takes -place on Sunday I 
won't be found leading it,” on the 
part of J. H. Thomas, moderate 
leader of the railway workers, has 
practically sounded the death knell 
of Thomas’ influence with the men. 

Parliament has adjourned, in this 
crisis, to reconvene on Monday, 
when it will be called upon to pass 
the emergency legislation advanc- 
ed by the government. 

It was authoritatively announced 
Friday night at the offices of the 
poard of trade that no advances will 
be made by the government before 
Sunday, although it was expected 
that the railroad men would rescind 
the strike order in compliance 
with a request by the trades union 
congress, which announces its in- 
tention of meeting next week to 
consider the general strike. 

Dangerous Situation., 

The government concedes that 40 
per cent of the railway men will 
walk out, but insists that the roads 
may still be operate dsatisfactorily 
with those men who remain at 
work, ignoring the orders of the 
radical leaders. 

A dangerous situation is develop- 
ing in regard to the dockers, thou- 
sands of whom have been discharg- 
ed, and it is significant that in all 
unions the extremists are extraor- 
dinarily active, and that the radicals 
are rapidly forging to the front. 
The electrical workers have been 
summoned into conference on Mon- 
day to decide upon a- strike in sym- 
pathy with the miners.

The government's emergency bill, 
Arafted by the cabinet in twenty- 
four hours and printed today, will

amends the army bill permitting the 
use of soldiers to operate the rail- 
ways and maintain order. 
Londoners Very Anxious. 

It was pointed out Friday night 
that the statement by transport 
workers that they would not atrike , 
this week is an indication that they 
want to await developments and see 
which way the battle is going after 
the railway men take 4 hand in the 
struggle. . 

The greatest anxiety exists among 
Londoners, for if the rail strike be- 
comes effective Sunday night the 
underground tube railways will 
cease working. It Is possible also

‘The bus and tram driv- 
ers, however, have expressed them- 
selves as reluctant to join the move- 
ment.

CLASH MAY COME 
OVER YAP ISLAND 


Japan Wants ‘Island and 
German Cables Radi- 
ating Therefrom--United 
States May Protest. 


Washington, October 22.—Ameri- 
can interest in the future status of 
German cables seized by the allies 
in 1914, it was indicated today by 


officials, attaches to the disposition 
of Pacific cables centering about the 
Island of. Yap, as well as to trans- 
atlantic lines. 

Disposition of the cables is now 
being considered by a subcommittee 
as one of the principal questions be- 
fore the international communica- 
tions conference in session here, and 
the respective claims of the five al- 
lied and associated powers repre- 
sented at the conference have re- 
cently been presented. 

It is not known whether Japan 
has submitted a claim for the Is- 
land of Yap, the principal center of 
cable communication in the Pacific, 
and which Japan now holds togeth- 
er with the German cables radiating 
from it to the Dutch East Indies, 
Guamo and Shanghai. President 
Wilson announced to the senate for- 
eign relations committee in 1919 
that he had made an express reser- 
vation at Paris that final disposition 
of the island should be reserved for 
the international communications 
conference. 

Japan is known, however, to take 
the position that the Island of Yap 
accrued to her by reason of the 
mandate awarded Japan by the peace 
conference over all German islands 
in the Pacific north of the equator. 

While no official statement of the 
American position has been made, 
American delegates to the confer- 
ence are known to advocate recog- 
nition by Japan of the equal rights 
of ail countries to- unrestrieted use 
of the cables passing through the is- 
land, Their position is based on 
the mandatory principle that no 
country exercising a mandate shall 
be privileged tö close the door ‘of 
the mandate country to other na- 
tions. 

The United States, in the case of 

the mandate, has already objectéd to 
any action by countries exercising 
the mandatory privilege whicu 
would seek erde other nations 
from enjoying‘ the same economic 
rights in mandate e untries as exer- 
eised by the mahdatory power. On 
account of the important commer- 
cial advantages attaching to the use 
of the Pacific cables, ig is known 
that the American ‘commissioners 
seeld application of this principle to 
Yap in the event Japan’s mandatory 
right over it be recognized by the 
communications conference. 
* It is understood that the United 
States probably will renounce all 
claims to German transatlantic’ ca- 
bles now held by France and Great 
Britain. The only cable, possession 
of which is thought likely to be 
made a subject of discusgion by the 
American commissioners, js believed 
to be that extending from the west 
coast of Africa to the eagt coast of 
South America, oy from Monrovia 
to Pernambuceo. 

Once the American cables now be- 
ing extended around the continent 
of South America are completed, it 
was pointed out, unrestricted cable 
communication across the Atlantic 
via Braz ould be possible if the

CLOSING OF SCHOOLS 
_ DISCUSSED BY BOARD 


Members Not Pessimistic, 
But Admit They Don’t 
Know Where Money Is 
to Be Secured.

The Atlanta board of education 
was brought face to face with a-se- 
rious situation Friday afternoon at 
a special meeting when discovery 
was made from information impart- 
ed to its members by Councilman A. 
J. Orme, chairman of the finanee 
committee of council, and City 
Comptroller B. Graham West, that 
the department of schools wWIII end 
the year with a deficit of approxi- 
mately $88,000, and that there is a 
possibility that the schools may 
have to be temporarily closed. 

This condition has arisen, it was 
explained, through over anticipa- 
tion of revenue by the finance com- 
mittee in the approximate sum. of 
$400,000, twenty-two per cent of 
which the schools would have re- 
ceived had it come into the treas- 
uy. . ; 

At the meeting the unsettled dis- 
pute between council and the board 
as to who is entitled to ownership 
of Atlanta’s quota of the state school 
fund, was called up for discussion, 
and, despite its financial difficulty 
the board voted to permit the state 
fund for this year, $146,000, and 
non-resident tuition fees of $10,000 
to become a part of the city’s cur- 
rent revenue, but on the understand- 
ing that by so doing no contention 
of its sole rights to the fund is to 
be waived. The legal question will 
be settled in the future. 

The State Fund. 

Superintendent W. F. Dykes stat- 
ed that it would probably be the 
last of January, 1921, before a check 
for the state fund would: be re- 
ceived from the state school super-

pute over the money, since Council- 
man Orme told the body that other+ 
wise city council would simply re- 
peat its performance of last year 
wher it passed a resolution deduect- 
ing the amount of the state school 
fund from the city’s appropriation 
to the school department. Such ac- 
tion would tie this year’s fund up 
and add to the deficit of $88,000. 

By the terms of the agreement 
made Friday the city comptroller 
will draw a draft on the state treas- 
ury for the amount of the state 
fund, the draft will be indorsed by 
the poard of education, enabling the 
city to procure its share of the fund 
which will be placed to the cred- 
it of the school department. Last 
year a little different procedure was 
followed when the amount of the 
state func was borrowed from a lo- 
cal bank under the mayor’s signa- 
ture. 

Board Is In Delemma. 

The board is in a dilemma about 
the shortage of $88,000. Councilman 
Orme declared that not one cent of 
assistance can be expected from the 
city, which has exhausted every 
source of revenue for tae remain- 
der of the year, and far beyond its 
anticipations. The board is with- 
out authority to borrow money on 
its own account, The city cannot 
borrow beyond December 31. and it 
cannot stand sponsor for the board 
by reason of its inability tu repay 
a new loan this year. . 

Only one cléarly defined course 
remained open at.the end of the ses- 
sion, and that was to. close the 
schools in December. However, the 
superintendent and the members of 
the board refused to become pessi- 
mistic and asesrted that they be- 
lieve some way can be found to 
avert closing the schools, The sal- 
ary pay roll for December would 
be about $100,000. 

The bdard voted to buy from the 
Davenport Manufacturing company 
six waste paper balers, one for each 


high school and two for the gram- 
mar schools. These were bought as 
an experiment and if they prove 
profitable it is the intention cf the 
board to place one at each school.

We spend many thousands of 
dollars every year for these 
services rendered to employees 
engaged in the maintenance of 
the property. In the. majority of 
cases the rates charged by 
these companies have been 
substantially increased, and 
there is no thought of any re- 
duction. The Telephone Com- 
pany, like all others, must pay 
tuese increased rates. 


PAPER, PRINTING AND

We consume tons of paper for

Until these necessary costs of 
operation are materially reduced 
we cannot reduce the COSTS of 
furnishing telephone service.

In response to Governor Cox’s 
demand that former Secretary of 
State Elihu Root retract his asser- 
tion, made in his New York speech 
last Tuesday, that “Mr. Cox de- 
clared that he will insist upon the 
treaty just as Mr. Wilson negoti- 
ated it,” which statement the dem- 
ocratie nominee declared to be 
false, Mr. Root’s answer is un- 
worthy of a man occupymg such 
an eminent position. 

Governor Cox has stated repeat- 
edly in his public addresses, and 
every well-informed citizen knows, 
that he will accept reservations or 
interpretations that, as he states in 
his message to Root, “will clarify, 
that will be helpful, that will re- 
assure the American people.” | 

For Root, or any other man, to 
say that Mr. Cox insists upon rati- 
ficationSot the league covenant 
precisely as it was written is to 
distort the facts with an evident 
intent to mislead and prejudice the 
people against the democratic 
nominee. 

Mr. Root is one of America’s 
foremost constitutional and inter- 
national lawyers. He is likewise 
known to be one of the most ar- 
dent supporters of the principles 
embodied in the league of nations 
covenant.

tegrity and validity of which 18 
recognized by the league cov- 
enant—the United States cannot 
resort to force of arms in ad- 
vance of a formal declaration of 
war by the American congress! 

Root and the whole crowd of 
assailants of Article 10 are pat- 
ently and brazenly, wilfully and 
maliciously, trying to mislead and 
deceive the American voters as 
to the meaning of Article 10; they 
are trying to make it a monstrous 
hobgoblin to scare those voters 
who naturally have a dread and a 
horror for war, and who have not 
read or studied the text of the 
league covenant. 

There is no sincerity—there can 
be no sincerity — back of what 
they are saying to the voters of 
the country for, being intelligent 
men, they know that the covenant 
will permit of no such distorted 
construction as they profess to 
put upon it. 

And the whole campaign of de- 
ception that is being waged 
against Article 10, and the whole 
league covenant, for that matter, 
represents simply a resort to will- 
ful misrepresentation in a des- 
perate effort to put a republican 
president in the white house and 
the republican party in control of 
the affairs and the political pat- 
ronage of the government! 

All of which is so plainly evident 
that even a blind man can see it! 
But able, dignified, scholarly 
Elihu Root was, of all American 
statesmen, the last from whom 
such demagoguery and such dis- 
creditable political deception was 
to have been expected.

KELLOY NEW TRIAL 
PLEA IS EXPECTED 
IN GRIFFIN TODAY 


Despite rumors to the effect that 
anotner postponement will be asked 
upon the hearing of a motion of 
Jack Kelloy for another trial in the 
Spalding county superior court. 
Judge W. E. H. Searcy, Jr., who 
presided when the above defendant 
was convicted of the murder of Le- 
roy Trexler, an Atlanta taxicab 
driver, on September 10, will be 
in Griffin today and it is under- 
stood that the hearing will proceed 
at 10 o’clock this morning. 


Kelloy, a Frenchman, who left At- 
lanta in a car on the morning of 
September 10 with Trexler driving, 
was arrested in Macon after the 
dead body of the driver had been 
found on a deserted roadway. Kel- 
loy was taken to Griffin, which is 
hear the scene of the alleged mur- 
der, where he was tried, convicted 
and sentenced to hang on October 
29 within one week of the commis- 
sion of the crime. This constituted 
a record, it has been stated, for 
Georgia, it being the shortest time 
after a crime in which any white 
man has ever been sentenced for 
murder. 

Kelloy was defended at his trial 
by Attorneys H. A. Allen and I. L. 
Crawford, of Atlanta, and John R. 
Cooper, of Macon, who made a fight 
for his life. It is now stated that 
Kelloy declares he had procured 
other lawyers to assist in the ef- 
fort to secure a new trial and to 
save his life. These attorneys, how- 
ever, are not named. 

In à special from Griffin Friday 
afternoon, it was stated that Judge 
W. E. H. Searcy, Jr., will be ready 
to proceed with the hearing of the 
motion for a new trial for Kelloy 
this morning at 10 o'clock. 

The hearing of this motion lwas 
at first set for October 6, but was 
postponed because of the fact that 
the records in the case had not been 
transcribed, but it is now under- 
stood that the court stenographer 
has the entire record ready and that 
the case will proceed.

J. S. BLITCH TELLS 
OF HONOR SYSTEM 
AT PRISON FARM 


Honor as the only barrier to lib- 
erty sounds rather strange in pris- 
on management, but such a model 
system Florida claims to have in 
vogue at her state prison farm at 
Raiford and its operation was de- 
scribed Friday by J. S. Blitch, for- 
mer Florida state senator, now su- 
perintendent of the prison farm, 
who instituted the new method of 
handling prisoners. He stopped off 
in Atlanta en route to his home 
from Columbus, Ohio, where he at- 
tended the national convention of 
the American prison congress. 

There are 500 prisoners on the 
state farm, said Mr. Blitch, and no 
guard nor gun restrains them from 
escape, neither is there ever any 
flogging of an inmate. This was 
not reform in conformity with 
Florida legislative enactment, but 
was Sunverintendent Blitch’s idea of 
successful prison management 
through honor appeal in every case. 
“There is nothing in common be— 
tween a prisoner and a guard.“ 
said Mr. Blitch. “T have found 
that by eliminating guards I get 
the co-operation of the inmates, 
and in the three years since I es- 
tablished this system eScapes have 
been limited to a minimum.” 

The superintendent said that 
the prisoners are checked in and 
locked in by other inmates at night 
and released again in the morn- 
ing. Guards and guns are em- 
ployed only at the road camps. 
stated Mr. Blitch, and he asserted. 
that in a few instances a prisoner 
at the farm has beggre2 to be trans- 
ferred to one of these camps where 
he would feel free to escape from 
the guard if he could. 

The Florida state- farm consists 
of 20.000 acres, 15,900 acres ferced 
and in pasture and 4,000 acres in 
cultivation.

Publie Work. 


William D. Ellis, chairman of a 
committee on public affairs, to whom 
the matter of deciding upon work in 
public movements had been entrust- 
ed, made his report early in the 
program of the meeting, indorsing 
the project of the organization's 
assuming the responsibility of the 
roll call. Mr. Ellis spoke of the 
force ahd dignity of the American 
Red Cross as an organization in 
times of peace or war, referring 
especially to the work which had 
been accomplished by the Red 
Cross during the war. 

Lee Ashcraft, chairman of the At- 
lanta chapter of the Red Cross, a 
guest of the luncheon, congratulat- 
ed the Civitan club that their first 
pubNe work was to express itself 
through the Red Cross, and stated 
that R. K. Rambo, chairman of the 
finance committee of the chapter, 
would represent the chapter in the 
work of the forthcoming roll call, 
and co-operate with the Civitan 
club in organizing forces. for the 
movement. 


Permanent Red Cross Werk. 


Mrs. Albert Thornton, secretary 
of the Atlanta chapter of the Red 
Cross, was here introduced, and as 
chairman of the nursing service of 
the chapter, told eloquently and 
explicity of the permanent’ work of 
the Red Cross, now taking the di- 
rection of public health service. 
Mrs. Thornton first drew attention 
to the fact that the Red Cross was 
25 years old at the time the Euro- 
pean war started, and had a record 
rich in humanitarian effort. She 
mentioned that in no world ca- 
tastrophe after its first organiza- 
tion had it turned a deaf ear, 
whether the trouble was in China, 
Japan or this country, in the San 
Francisco earthquake, the Jamses- 
town flood, the Galveston fire, or 
coast storms—all of this previous to 
1914, when, according to Mrs. 
Thornton, the Red Cross proved its 
right to be called the greatest hu- 
manitarian organization in the his- 
tory of the world. 


Present Activities. 


Mrs. Thornton then described the 
present nursing service of the Red 
Crosz through the elght nurses 
maintained by the Red Cross who 
are devoting their energies to pub- 
lic health service in every district 
of the city. Mrs. Thornton esti- 
mates that since the first of July, 
when the nursing service was or- 
ganized, up to the present moment 
as many as six thousand visits 
have been made among the sick and 
afflicted of Atlanta. 

Mrs. Thornton reported: “Anyone 
may report a patient to us and the 
case will be cared for. The pa- 
tient may pay according to his abil- 
ity. If he is not able to pay, he 
is cared for just the same. Our 
nugse gives the same service that 
a private duty resident nurse would 
give, only she does not remain in 
the home longer than is necessary 
to complete her nursing service. 
When a nurse enters a home her 
first inquiry is, ‘Have you a doc- 
tor?“ If so, she gets in touch with 


| 


ease according to his instructions. 
“If he has n doctor, it is her 


duty to see that he gets one, either 
through the city, or through the 
gurse being able to secure a phy- 
Slclan who. will give some free serv- 
ice. A trse will not make more 
than two calls on 4 case that is 
not in charge of a physician. In 
eases of typhoid, pneumonia and 
influenza the nurse takes the tem- 
perature of the patient, gives a 
sponge bath, changes the linen, and 
carries out the other orders left vy 
the physician. To these cases she 
may make as many visitswas are 
necessary. In expected confine- 
ment cases the nurse may make as 
man- as four visits previous to 
confinement. During , these yisits 
she sees that the patient is in 
charge of a doctor,’ that a urinalysis 
has been made, that the patient is 
wearing the proper clothing, hav- 
ing the proper diet, and that she 
has the necessaty articles at the 
time of birth.” 

. Extensive Work. 

Mrs. Thornton pointed out the 
extending force of the service when 
she said: 

“After the birth of the child the 
nurse may make eight visits to the 
mother and baby on normal cases. 
If there are complications, she may 
go as long as there is need. The 
nurse arranges her work so that 
she may see her sickest, patients 
and her new confinement cases 
early in the day. A well-trained 
visiting nurse will average eight 
visits per day. 

“Again, you will see the need of 
a large staff of visiting nurses 
when you consider the work to be 
done and the territory to be cov- 
ered. We are also reaching the 
people through our ndustrial serv- 
ice, such ag the L. & L. Mfg. Co., 
the Atlanta Box factory, the Pied- 
mont laundry, the Kress stores, the 
Trio laundry and Foote & Davies 
company. A nurse visits these in- 
dustries daily. | 

“Arrangements have been made 
with each firm to have one person 
in charge report the absentees to 
our nurse. These cases are visited 
promptly, and a report is made back 
to the firm. If their absence has 
been caused by illness, they are 
taken care of according to the plan 
before mentioned. We are also en- 
abled to extend the nursing service 
of the Red Cross to the families of 
the employees, placing this on a 
visit basis. In the average home 
the patient .pays the nurse 60c per 
visit. If he is not able to pay this, 
he may pay what he is able to pay. 

“You will see by this arrange- 
ment that with eight postnatal vis- 
its on a case it will cost the family 
a little less than 35 for the mater- 
nity nursing service. When this 
is compared with the $45 per week 
of the graduate resident nurse, or 
with no nursing service at this time 
other than that furnished by the 
family or neighbors, you will again 
2 the need of our nursing serv- 
ce. 0 


Present Needs. 


This is not a coming need, but 
it is here, and we must meet it now, 
and it is only through the generos- 
ity of the citizens in helping us 
secure a large staff of visiting 


nurses that we will be able to han- 


dle the work well. 


“In addition to the visits made 


by the nurses we have placed a 


nurse at Gray clinic, where she 
gives three half days a week in the 
department of child hygiene, assist- 
ing the physicians with both white 
and colored cases. Our aim is to 
further deVelop a department of 
child hygiene by whch baby health 
centers may be established in the 
needy parts of the city. 

“Nurses will be given a definite 
district in which to work. They. 
will influence the mother to bring 
her baby to the health center in 
order that she may know its condi- 
tion and be taught how to keep her 
baby well. Another crying need is 


the establishment of a loan closet 
in order that we mav suvplv peonle

AIMLESS DRIFT 
ON STOCK MARKE! 


New York, October 22.—The stock 
market again rose and fell mostly 


within a contracted area today, the 
aimlese drift of prices and tight 
dealings expressing the further in- 
decision of traders in the absence of 
finite factors. 

mae oF predominated among the 
usual leaders, however, until the 
final hal fhour, when the rate for 
demand loans suddenly rose to 10 
per cemt, the maximum of the week, 
on the withdrawal of funds by local 
and interior banks. 

Despite the late reaction a few 
stocks. such as Canadian Pacific, 
Utah Copper, Studebaker, Mexican 
Petroleum and United Fruit, regis- 
tered. net gains extending from 1 
to 6% points. Losses among the in- 
dustrial leaders, notably steels, 
equipments and food specialties, 
were limited to fractions. 

Apart from the money, flurry, 
which seemed to be regarded as a 
temporary incident, most of the 
dav’s developments were of an en- 
couraging character. Favorable in- 
ferences were drawn from the dead- 
lock in the British industrial situa- 
tion and the views of Chairman 
Gary respecting steel trade pros- 
pects were helpful to shares of that 
character. 

The success of the $25,000,000 loan 
to Denmark, offered by local bank- 
ing interests, and indications of ex- 
tensive accumulation of high grade 
bends bore further testimony to the 
stability of the investment market. 

Moderate recoveries in the foreign 
exchange market, particularly the 
British rate, resulted primarily, ac- 
cording to dealers, from relaxation 
of recent pressure caused by ex- 
tensive offerings of grain and cot- 
ton bills. 

Usual leaders in the bond market 
were overshadowed in speculative 
interest by the foreign flotations. 
Interborough issues lost some of 
their recent advance, Liberty bonds 
were irregular, and most other do- 
mestic rails and industrials eased 
Slightly.

More Activity Shown 
On Friday’s Exchange

New York, October 22.—Genera! 
advances in the financial markets 


yesterday indicated covering by 
shorts who had sold in anticipa- 
tion of the developments in the Eng- 
lish coal strike situation and end 
of the week evening up trades. The 
stock market was somewhat more 
active than for several days. Money 
renewed at 7 per cent and advanced 
to 10, the advance being partly due 
to the increase in the volume of 
trading. 

The movement of prices in the 
stock market was more or less ir- 
regular during the greater part of 
the trading, but the final prices 
Were generally higher, though not 
greatly so. The market seemed in- 
clined to take a more or less op- 
timistic position with regard to the 
English situation. This attitude 
was maintained independently of the 
movement in prices, as the advance 
was due to the technical position. 

Early advices from London stated 
that @ conference had been arranged 
between representatives of the gov- 
ernment and the workers, but these 


‘advices were not confirmed and later 


advices indicated little or no prog- 
ress toward a settlement. Bankers 
were inclined to withhold comment, 
although it was evident that they 
regarded the situation as serious. 
Their hopes for a favorable settle- 
ment were based largely upon the 
well-known capacity of the Eng- 
lish people to “muddle through.” 


The strength in the London stock 
market indicated that the situation 


developed in the last day or two 
had been pretty well discounted. 
Preparations for an unfavorable de- 
velopment were made some time 
ago. English investors still hold 
approximately $1,000,000,000 of 
our securities. Bankers here do not 
look for any important liquidation, 
however, unless the strike is undu- 
ly prolonged or the situation be- 
comes more critical than now ap- 
pears probable. The English in- 
vestor has all along endeavored to 
hold on to his American securities, 
and will doubtless continue to do so. 


The market was at a loss for an 
interpretation of Judge Gary’s re- 
marks before the American Iron and 
Steel institute with regard to the 
future of commodity prices. Judg3 
Gary was expected, in conformity 
with his well-known optimism, to 
Say something that could be con- 
strued as bullish. Those who were 
disappointed apparently expected 
Judge Gary to take a position in 
opposition to the policy of defla- 
tion. His indorsement of the de- 
flation policy was therefore disap- 
pointing to the speculative element, 
but was well received by conserva- 
tive traders. The heavy withdraw- 
als of government funds during the 
week-and the increased demand for 
credit was expected to be reflected 
in the bank statements foday. The 
recoveries in the cotton, wheat and 
exchange markets were relatively 
more important than those in the 
stock markets. '

EXPORT BUYING 
ADVANCES WHEAT 


Chicago, October 22.—<Active buy- 
ing for export, together with op- 
timistic advices in regard to pros- 
pective settlement of the British 
coal strike, led to sharp advances 
today in the wheat market. Prices 
closed strong, 4 to 6%c net higher, 
with December $2.02@2.02% and 
March $1.95% @1.96%. Corn gained 
1 to 1%c and oats % to %@%c. In 
provisions the outcome varied from 
40c decline to 25c advance. 

It was estimated that export pur- 
chasing totaled fully 2,000,000 bush- 
els. Most of this aggregate was for 
shipment by way of the Gulf of 
Mexico to Belgium, France, Italy 
and Switzerland. Liberal buying of 
flour for Greece and Sweden was 
also reported. Highest prices of the 
day, which were reached just before 
the close, came after many sharp 
fluctuations due more or less to 
bearish views early about the Brit- 
ish strike outlook, flattering crop 
reports from Argentina and gossip 
that rural offerings in Kansas were 
the largest of the season. On the 
other hand, evidence was noted of 
much improved demand from do- 
mestic milling sources, 

Corn and oats were governed 
chiefly by the action of the wheat 
market. Announcement of liberal 
export clearances of corn was a 
separate bullish influence. Tempo- 
rarily, oats touched the lowest point 
in recent years. 

Fresh breaks in the value of hogs 
brought about considerable liquida- 
tion by holders of provisions.

Hence, a veritable at- 
tempt against the king's life was 
committed.” 

CONDITION OF KING 
NOT SATISFACTORY. 

Athens, October 22.—King Alexan- 
der, of Greece, was resting easily 
last night, according to a bulletin 
issued by his physicians at 11 p. m. 
The king at that hour was in a 
calm sleep. His temperature was 
32.9 Centigrade (102.56  Fahren- 
heit). 

The reports regarding the king's 
condition, however, were not con- 
sidered at all satisfactory. His 
temperature, it was stated, had 
shown disquieting fluctuations. 

The bulletin issued at 7 o’clock 
last evening said the king had spent 
a restless day and that his tem- 
perature was then 104, with pulse 
of 136 to 150 and respiration 40 
to 48.
